Here, early tke 
following spring, the party were supplied 
with batteaux, built at Lachine, one for 
each four families, and in there they slowly 
toiled their way up the rapids, onto Kings. 
ton and up the Bay of Quinte, the shores of 
which were then an unbroken wilderness, 
reaching Adolphustown, their destination, 
on the 16th of June. Here the whole party 
remained for some time in their canvass 
tents until the Government surveyor bad 
completed his work and future homes were 
appointed to each family, by lot. Mr.

SLAVES IN THOSE DAYS. 

There has been considerable controversy 
of late whether slaves were ever owned in 
mm of Canada. The All broughs 
yea with them, who remained with 
the family for yesrsafter. Thomas ‘Dorland 
also bad a number of slaves who were mem- 
bers of the household ns late as 1820, if not 
later... The Proyns, who lived: on the front 
of Fredericksburgh, had, we are informed, 
overa dozen slaves with them. The Ruttanr, 
of Adolphustown, brought two able bodied 
negro slaves with them. Major VanAletine 
also Had slaves; had Joho Huyck who 
lived north of Hay Bay, and the Bozarta, 
near neighbors, andthe Trumpours, on the 
opposite wide of Hay Bay. ‘The Clarks of 
Ernesttown, owned gaves, who were with 
them years after thyir residence in Canada, 
The Everetts, of Kingston Township, and 
Cartwrights, of Kingston, also hed theirs. 
It is to the credit of Upper Canada that dur- 
ing the second session of our first parliament 
ao anti law was enacted that pi 
any importation or selling of slaves, but did 
not prevent the then holiers from retaining 
those they then had. For years a tred tl 


pointed out as one to which a ai had been 
tied aod thrashed. That was many years 
before England or any other province tock 
soch a stop. Canada-was in the lead in this 
matter, 


OLD TIME ELECTIONS, 


_ Mr Allen bas been life-long Conserva- 


poliieal matters in past years 
several times a member of hi 
council and twice represented his township 
in the County council. In thore days muni- 
cipal contests often were very keen, His 
first vote for ® parliamentary representative 
was given for John Solomon Cartwright. 
Thé ¢lection was then held at Bath, and 
there was but one polling place for the entire 
counties of Lennox and Addington. The 
elections then lasted a whole week, and the 
usual custom was for the candidate of each 
party to “keep open house," where every| 
elector of his party was allowed all he cared) 
to eat and drink at the eandidatd's expense. 
Great efforts were then made to ral voters 
to the polls. Here is an incident of a later 
election which has been given us, which may 
well be supplied here, as it gives @ pretty 
vivid idea of how our fathers managed things | 
during their election contests: A hot elec- 
tion was to be held in Prince Edward County 
(David Stevenson being the Conservative | 
candidate, we believe) and electors from long 
distances went to vote. A sleigh load came

were the chemists, scholars and writers 
of the worll, and this Roger Bacon 
traveled and studied much and made 
continual experiments in bia laboratory 
to prove for himeelf and to dexelop what 

learned from others. He, probably
